ams county Monday.

tion in Hanover and G ettysburg to­ 
day, 
an infant was 
drowned when 
it slipped out of its m other’s arm s 
and fell 
into the stream at 
what 
formerly was Bollinger’s mill on the 
Hanover-Littlestown road. 
Reports are th a t the 
infant was 
one of 
a party of 
W est 
Virginia 
tourists. 
Their car, it is said, 
be­ 
came stalled 
on a bridge 
over the 
stream at the site of the old Bolling­ 
er mill. 
The mother, with the child 
in her arms, stepped out of the car, 
lost her balance and fell, the infant 
slipping 
out of her arm s 
into the 
swollen waters of 
the stream , it is 
reported. 
The 
body 
was not 
re­ 
covered, it h said. 
Efforts 
made to get 
definite in­ 
formation on the m ishap were futile, 
telephone line* being out of service 
to resident* in th a t vicinity. 
Large Barn Struck 
ShortTy after noon, while the elec-i 
tiical demonstration of the storm was 
at its height, a 
boh. 
of lightning 
struck the large hank barn on 
the 
farm of Mrs. Mary E. Sager, seven! 
miles east of (Gettysburg, on the Lin­ 
coln Highway. 
Two 
sons of

Sager, Clarence and Paul, had just 
entered the stru cture when it was 
hit. 
Both were momentarily stunned 
by the bolt, but escaped serious in­ 
jury. 
In a moment a fte r the barn w-as 
struck, it wa* a m ass of flames. Clar- J 
ence and Paul Sager succeeded in get- 
t ng all the livestock in the structure 
to safety, but p art of this year’s crop 
of threshed oats and wheat and all of 
the 
f a m i n g implements were con- j 
smiled. 
Although rain was falling heavily 
at the time, it was not sufficient to 
check the progress of the blaze and 
the barn was burned to the ground. 
C harles Evans, son-in-law

The loss is estim ated 
at 
several 
thousands of dollars, partly covered 
by insurance. 
The dwelling of Curtis Whaler, New 
Oxford, was struck by lightning d u r­ 
ing the height of the storm and the 
chimney knocked from the property. 
The house, however, did not catch fire.

On the farm of Conrad Guise, But­ 
ler township, near Stone Jug, a holt 
o f lightning struck three cherry trees 
standing in a group, under which stood 
four head of cows and one heifer, all 
of which were killed, most of them 
instantly. 
They were valued at $500.; 
The rattle were struck ahout 11:30 
o’clock Monday morning. 
The three 
< berry trees under which the cows and 
heifer were s ta n d n g were knocked 
over. 
One or two of the cows after 
being struck managed to drag th em ­ 
selves away from those which were 
killed Instantly, hut all 
were dead 
when the farm er arrived on the scene. 
Two mules in a field on the farm 
o f William Beitler, U t. Joy township, 
were struck by lightning and instant­ 
ly killed.

Because of Rock Creek’s circuitous 
course around G ettysburg, by w-hich 
it crosses three of the leading high­ 
w ays out of town, vehicular traffic on 
the Harrisburg^ York

town roads w-as blocked for several 
hours.

The post card was dropped at 
Frederick, Maryland, October 26, 
1916, by Mr. Doughertv’s broth­ 
er, Charles N. Dougherty, and 
bears the stam p of 
the Fred­ 
erick postoffice of th a t date. 
W hat route the 
card 
took 
coming to Gettysburg will never 
be known, but it is sufficient to 
say it had plenty

The card was written when 
Emory Dougherty was confined 
to his home with typhoid fever, 
and his brother in the message 
expresses the hope that he will 
soon recover.

Report of Precious Metal Starts 
Stampede of Prospectors 
to Hills. 


While no evidence of Adams county 
residents’ joining 
the 
stampede

shown, gold seekers lust south of this 
place have been reproducing the days 
of the Klondike gold rush by -w arm ­ 
ing over the hills in the vicinity of the 
Potomac river and historic H arper’s 
Ferry, Wk st V irgn ia, and even in 
W ashington countv, Maryland. 
The enidemic of gold fever became 
widespread through W ashington and 
Frederick counties, according to re­ 
ports from over the Mason and Djjton 
line, when it wa-, announced that gold 
had been discovered on the farm own­ 
ed by David T. H arris, an Iowan, who 
recently purchased a hill tract, but 
the secret, if a gold mine exists, re ­ 
mains locked in the breast of H arris, 
w'ho refuse* to talk, it is said. 
By a strange coincidence these rock-

section. 
Under present unprotected 
transportation conditions, unless tho 
government steps in and applies d ra s­ 
tic methods, the beetle will in all prob­ 
ability make its presence felt there 
in a few days.

An immediate and tremendous ef­ 
fect on the wheat m arket is expected 
to result from the storing of this 
grain in farm bins. 
What bow Prices Mean 
“ W heat selling below $1 per bushel 
is a national tragedy in Am erica.” 
said Mr. Bradfute. 
“ It is a tragedy 
not only to the farm er who grows the 
wheat at a loss, but also to the con­ 
sumer, the business man and the la­ 
borer, who m ust ultimately depend on 
that farm er’s wheat dollar for their 
continued prosperity. 
“ Fortunately we have at hand the 
machinery which, if perm itted to func­ 
tion, will enable our farm ers to stere 
their wheat and hold it for orderly 
distribution," Bradfute, added, re fe r­ 
ring to the intermediate farm credit 
provided by the last session of con­ 
gress to be used in conjunction with 
the United States warehouse act. U n­ 
der the latter act, it is said, the secre­ 
tary of agriculture has the authority 
to rule if he sees fit that a proper 
farm storehouse, a wheat g ran ary in 
this case, may be 
designated as a 
United States bonded warehouse. 
Mr. B radfute proposed to use the 
county agents or some other official 
representative of the federal agricul- i 
tural departm ent to inspect the grain 
and put the locks on the bins. 
The 
twelve intermediate credit and a sim ­ 
ilar number of federal reserve banks 
Would be used under the plan. 
Awaits Proper Regulation 
“The money is abailable, the law is 
on the statute books, and the plan is 
capable of meeting the present situ a­ 
tion,” says the farm ers’ chief. 
“ All 
we need is the proper regulation from 
the departm ent of agriculture and the 
federal farm loan board, and the prop­ 
er administration of the intermediate 
credit and warehouse acts.”

June 5th, Sunday. 
W as wakened up 
before 
daylight

on them and held them for a short 
time, but they came on with greater 
force. 
I had charge of a squad of 
men, following immediately behind 
the skirmish line, 
when 
Captain 
W,ood, who was in command, called 
out, 
“ Sergeant 
Mcllhenny,

your men un to the skirmish line 
and deploy them along a fence that

across in front of you.”

also told us to dismount and pick 
our men. 
W e did so and not a man 
flinched.

We soon cam e up to the

hastily thrown up breast-works the 
rig h t lie fore, and w ere p r e p a r e d ^ 
meet us and give us battle. 
A fter 
considerable artillery fighting, our 
infantry former line of battle and 
advanced on, their 
first 
line 
and 
drove them back behind their breast 
works. 
Our line then m ade .several 
charges against their b reastw ork s, 
but were driven 
back 
each 
time. 
Then there was a lull in the fight­ 
ing for some tim e while General 
Hunter w as preparing a flank m ove­ 
m ent on the left. 
He directed Lieu­ 
tenant Rivers, of our Battalion, to 
take about a dozen of us over to 
the right of the line and charge 
into a wheat field and make as much 
noise as we could to draw their at­ 
tention from the movem ent on tho 
left. 
W e did so, but got a warm 
recept on and had to get hack as 
quickly as we went. 
W e came back 
to where General Hunter w as stand­ 
ing and about ten minutes later we 
saw the rebels 
breaking 
through 
the line directly in front and com ­ 
ing toward us. 
Our first thought 
w a s that they were charging us, 
but w e seen (hoovered they had no 
arm s; they had thrown their arms 
aw ay and were com ing in as pris­ 
oners. 
The flank m ovem ent on the 
left struck them on their right flank 
and put their whole arm y to flight 
and w e captured about 1200 pris­ 
oners. 
The rebel army was now in I 
full retreat. 
W e followed on over 
the Battlefield and saw many dis­ 
tressing sights of 
the 
dead 
and 
wounded. 
I saw General Jones, who 
commanded the rebel army, lying 
dead on the field with a fragm ent 
of a shod sticking in his forehead 
which killed him. 
One of the boys 
Pulled the piece of shell out and 
kept it. 
We went into camp on rebel 
line pf battle and T w as sent out 
with a squad on picket duty. 
June fith. 
Marched to Staunton.

first 
Yankee 
soldiers

marched into Staunton captured a 
lot of stores, tw o large pieces of 
artillery. 
Our Battalion w as sent 
out to the W est of Staunton to find

burning for miles along the road 
and we did not know what it meant, 
but when we got through the Gap 
about daylight w e found that a Bri­ 
gade of rebels

or see anything of General Averil.

Staunton; in the saddle all night 
and two days; a large furnace was 
burned in Staunton.

Generals Crook and Averil 
with their forces joined us from 
WY st Y in nia; troops \n fine spirits;

June 9th.
